If | keep this oath 
faithfully, may | enjoy my life and practice my art, respected by all men and in all 
times; but if | swerve from it or violate it, may the reverse be my lot.”

Class of ‘88 


The College of Medicine Class of ‘88 has 95 
matnculated students. They were chosen 
from a pool of 2,840 applicants. 

Pennsytvania residents make up 87 per- 
cent of those finally chosen. The remaining 
13 percent are from out-of-state. The class 
includes 63 men, 32 women and 10 minority 
students. Approximately half reside in com 
munities of less than 20,000, in 29 separate 
counties across Pennsytvania. 

The largest undergraduate academic 
major field represented is science with 86 
percent of the students majoring in biology, 
chemistry, pre-med, engineering, bio- 
chemistry and math. There are 14 percent 
non-science majors from economics, English, 
psychology music and education. 

Eight students have pursued their Master's 
degree and one will receive his Ph.D. degree 
in Biochemistry this fall. 

The mean Grade Point Average of the 
Class is 3.6. The mean Medical College 
Admission Test scores are 10 in all subtest 
areas.
